Mrs. Meldick And Miss Cochran 


Are Vidtiins; Relatives Find 


Bodies After Long Search 


Mr*. 
Emma Meldick, aged 33, wife of John 


Meldick, a well known resident of Mabee» Cor- 
ner, Jackson county and Miss Margaret Cochran 
aged 17, whose parents, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Cochran also reside at Mabees Corner, were in- 
stantly killed Friday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
when struck b£ a bolt* of lightning. They had 
sought shelter in the old Sadler property near 
Mabees Corner when that section was swept by 
a terrific rain and electrical storm and were 
struck by lightning. The bolt struck Mrs. Mel- 
dick squarely, in the face, which was badly burn- 
ed. It then set fire to her clothes, which were 
burned off her body. Miss Cochran'* clothes 
did not catch fire. The two women were stand- 
ing along the west side of the Sadler property 
when stricken. This landmark has not been oc- 
cupied for 20 years. 


The two women had been picking black 


berries and were on their way home when 
caught in the storm; They managed to reach the 
Sadler property when the storm was raging at 
its heighth.

Bodies Found Alongside Of House 


•When Mrs. Me'dick and Hiss Coch- 


ran did not return "home at

nnd realizing that a severe, storm had 
swept that section Mr. Meldick his 
father. Philip Meldick, who is well 
known here and Mr. Cochran started 
out to hunt for the missing women.

was horrified to find'the dead bodies 
of. the women lying alongside of the 
house.

the scene. "With bis arrival the bodies 
were ordered moved to their respective 
homes.

immorality, common 


horse-sense saves us 
from reading 


these verses or chapters in public, or 
In the family circle. Qur translators 
hnve been as careful as possible to 
veif certain expressions in euphemis- 
tic phraseology, but in other cawe* this 
could not be done. Wisely our Bible 
School lessons avoid those portions 
lest undesirable effects follow from 
luck of understanding on the part of 
the young'and the uninstructed. .
